Department of Agriculture 
tributing gratuitously throughout 
the country in the same manner as 
Bulletins are distributed, simple con- 
venient cardboard egg candiIng ap- 
pliances.

What is a Tornado? 


Just what i3 a tornado, and why? 
in Washington 


was asked for an explanation chat 
would be readily understandable, 
This is it: 

Fill a statiorary washbowl with 


water, pull out the plug—and you 
will have an illustretion of a tornado. 
After a little of the water has run 
out you will s2e the oontents of the 
bowl swirling about an airhole over 
the outlet of the basin. If you stop 
to think about it you will realize that 
the air pressure must be very strong 
in order to keep back the water. 
That is the principle involved in a 
tornado—or in a cyclone, for a cy- 
clone is an intensified tornado. 

A tornado is brought about in this 
way: Two layers, or strata, of air 
overlap. The hot air, which is near 
the ground has a tendency to rise. 
The cold air, heavier than tho hot 
air, has a tendency ,to fall, Thus 
it happens sometjmes that the 
hot air breaks thrcugh the layer of 
cold air, precisely as the air breaks 
through the water in the basin when 
;the plug is pulled. Through this vent 
the hot air rushes upward, and about 
this vent the cold air whirls aown- 
ward, in the manner of the  funnel- 
shaped cloud. 

According ‘o the weather man, 
tornadoes often reach a velocity of 
160 miles an hour, But the damaze 
to property is not alone by the force 
of the wind. A tornado might pass 
in front of a brick house, for exam- 
ple, without itself inflicting much 
damage. As it rushes by the build- 
:ng, however, it sucks away all of the 
air, creating a vacuum immediately 
‘next to the wall. Whereupon the air 
inside of the building forces out the 
front wall, because there is no coun- 
ter pressure of air from the outside. 
It is what amounts to an interior 
explosion, with the important dif- 
ference that practically nothing in- 
{side the house is damaged. This ex- 
plains why ycu will see a picture of 
a house with the interior but slightly 


disarranged, yet one of the walls 
blown entirely away. 
Areas of “low’ barometric pres- 


sure are the making of possible cy- 
clones or tornadces; for whenever 
there exists this condition there are 
warm or hot winds next to the sur- 
face of the ground. blowing from the 
southeast; there are also cold winds 
blowing toward the “low” centre 
from the northwest. Ordinarily 
these winds do not meet; but when 
they overlap there is always the pos- 
sibility above described.

Feeding the Farm Horse 


Too many farmers are inclined .o 
feed the horses as they would cattle. 
They forget that the horse has only 
one stomach, and that somewhat 
smaller in porportion than oan's. His 
stomach cannot be made to hold 
bulky food, or sufficient to sustain it 
for a long period, and hence the food 
should be more or less concentrated 
and be fed at comparatively short in- 
tervals. Too much hay should not be 
fed during working hours, and only 
hay of good quality should be fed at 
any time. During the working per- 
iod, the diet of the horse should be 
easily digested fcr the hours of rest 
are short and the digestion should 
be well finished before hard labor is 
imposed. Consequently, most of the 
hay should be fed at night. The most 
natural food for the horse during 
working hours is oats, while it may 
be said that oats and timothy, or sim- 
ilar hay, forms a well-balanced diet. 

The matter of water is also of as! 
much importance to the work horse 
as it is to the driver. Yet he drinks 
often, while his team may go from 
morn to noon without it. If it is not 
convenient to allow the horses water 
at intervals during the day, particu- 
lar attention should be given, that 
what they do get, does not inter- 
fere with their feeding. In the morn- 
ing the horses should be watered be- 
fore feeding them, then given the 
roughage and follow this with the 
grain ration. The same course, if fol- 
followed at noon and night, will be 
found to give the best satisfaction. 
Use the horse much as you would a 
human being and the treatment will 
not be much astray.»

Last year’s Canadian Pacific ac- 
counts showed that additional im- 
provements to, the system had cost 
$29,000,000, while rolling stock and 
machinery stood for $30,000,009.

Instead of the 
person dyin mental breakdown he 
as worried himself to death. 

Worry medical science now defines 
as the dominance of one idea, usually 
that of fear. ere is a fear of some 
existing cond ) or dread of what 
may happen The idea crowds all 
others from the mind, or permits 
them only the feeblest and occasional 
activity. The most terrible tyranny 
is the tyranny of an idea, 


This one idea pounds hammer-like 
upon one set of brain cells. It over-

dearth of it to other parts of the 
brain, This would not be serious if 1t

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CENSUS [5 TAKEN OF 
POPULATION IN NORTH 


CHARACTER AND HABITS OF LIFE 
IN THE NORTHERN WILDS 
OF CANADA 


Some Interesting Facts Are Gleaned 
From the Census Bulletin Relative 
to Canada's Farthest North Popula- 
tion—How Eskimo Hunters Are 


Cheated. 

According to a census bulletin giv- 
fng some detcils of Canada’s farthest 
morth population, there are some six 
hundred Eskimos in Ungava. On the 
east coast of Hudson Bay, and on the 
west coast ¢nd in the Churchill dis- 
trict the total population is given as 

588, of whom 1,360 are Eskimos, 180 
dians, 27 hali-breeds and 22 whites. 

Some interesting information — (18 
given a: to the character and habits 
ef life of ths Dominion's population 
fm the northern wilds. Speaking of 
the Eskimos on the east coast of Hud- 
gon Bay, Rev. R. J. Renison, Arch- 
@eacon of Moosonee, who took the 
eensus, says’ 

“Of six hundred Eskimos 
to be living on the east coast of 
Hudson Say, 545 names were obtain- 
ed. The names are stated to be 
thoroughly reliable, but the ages 
would be*pure guess work. 

“In calling most of them pagans 
ft must be remembered that they ure 
go in name only, since all of them 
have their religicus books, and prac- 
tically everyone of the age of ten 
ean read them. Heathen practices 
are a thing of the past. Tne major- 
fty of the people live in the most 
squalid conditions, and are destitute 
ot proper clothing through the fall- 
ure of the deer, which long ago were 
numerous along the east co98t of 
Hudson Bay.” 

The report cf Mr. Courtlandt 
Starnes, commissioner of customs ut 
Fort Churchill, and local superintend 
ent of the Royal Northwest Mount- 
ed Police, covered the western shore 
of Hudson Bay from Fort Churchili 
to the northern extremity of Mel- 
ville Peninsula, Mr. Stearnes divided 
the work into three parts, and ap- 
pointed an enumerator for each. 
Some of the work was done on trails 
covered heavily with snow, and with 
the temperature never above 40 de- 
grees below 2:ro. 

Sergt. Hayter reported that ihe 
people in his district had no idea 
whatever of their age, and they knew 
nothing of our divisions of time. They 
ere sometimes polymagists, some- 
times polyandrists. They are fond 
of children, but change them about, 
adopting some or giving their own 
away, according to convenience, so 
that it was hard to reckon by fami- 
Hes. 

M. Fabien Vanasse, historiograph- 
er of the Canadian government steam- 
ship Arctic, under Captain Bernier, 
was appointed to t:ke the census of 
Baffin Island, and took in addition the 
census of Kilkcnek, or Port Burwell, 
on the south side of Hudson Straits. 
His report contains the following ‘n- 
teresting remarks as to conditions 
amongst the Eskimos. 

“The yearly value of the hunt for 
each Eskimo hunter is placed at $800 
or $1,000 on the premises. If this for- 
saken one cf civilization were living 
in the proximity of our competitive 
markets, if he knew the value of the 
products of the hunt, if he was more 
concerned bout the future, he might 
live in modest comfort, in spite of all 
the inconveniences he has to suffer 
from the inhospitable climate where 
God has placed him. But,  unfor- 
tunately, the Eskimo has no idea of 
the economic values he holds in his 
hands after his slaughter of ten or 
twenty polar bears, his capture of 
25 or 30 and sometimes 100 foxes, of 
eight to ten wolves, of hundreds of 
large salmon, each weighing ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds, and which 
he throws to the dogs. Besides this, 
he js obviously cheated each year by 
the skimmers of the sea, who visit 
hiro to collect his furs, At’the trad- 
ing centres he exchanges for a few 
founds of biscuits cr tubacco, a few 
quarcs of molasses, pipes, matches 
and some yards of showy cotton 
goods, his silky furs of the greatest 
econemic value, Generally speaking, 
the Eiskimo does not attain a very ad- 
van'el age. Some have been met, 
however, aged from 60 to 65 years. 
Yhe averoge length of life of this 
little people is from 36 to 40 years.

Pensions for Widows 

A sweeping pension system for wid- 
cws left with the support of children 
was the recommendation brought in 
by the commission of inquiry appoint- 
ed last winter in’New York. 

The report of the.committee po'nt 
ed out the inestimable service to the 
state performed by widows who keep 
their families intact and bring them 
up in law-abiding discipline. Mothers 
forced to work cannot do this, and 
as a result New York alone in sup- 
porting 5,000 necessarily neglected 
children. 

It is said that while enormous 
sums from private and public char- 
ities have faited to touch even the 
fringe of the problem of the work- 
ing widow as it at present stands, 
but $500,000 would be needed to en- 
able poor, but worthy, widows ‘o live 
in comfort in their own homes. 


Lady Survivor o? Lucknow 


The death is announced at Edin 
burgh in her 85th year, of Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Anderson. who was one of the 
few remaining lady survivors of the 
siege of Lucknow, At the time of the 
siege, Mrs. Anderson's husbard, Dr. 
Thomas Anderson, was a medical of- 
ficer in India, and was stationed at 
Delhi. Mrs. Anderson was on a visit 
to Lucknow when the mutiny broke 
cut and she remained in the beleag- 
tered city for nine months, and she 
used to recail that she was present 
in the taikhana, or cellar, to which 
Europeans went to escape the heat, 
immediately underneath the room to 
which Sir Henry Lawrence was taken

According to the fire inspection de- 
partment of the board of railway com- 
missioners, the railways throughcut 
the country are doing very much bet- 
ter this year in the matter of iire 
protection than they have ever. done 
before. There has been closer com 
pliance with the requirements of the 
bcard, and a far greuter degree of c.- 
operation between the  varicus 
agencies interested in fire prevention. 
In particular, the railways are co 
operating with the fire protective or- 
ganizations of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial govornments. The situation 
has also been greatly improved by 
the increase, in number and strength, 
of lumberinen’s cooperative fire pro- 
tective associations, of which there 
are now two in the province of 
Quebec, protecting a total of near- 
ly 14,000,000 acres. 

In the past ratlways have always 
Leen regarded as one of the prin- 
cipal causes of forest fire destructicn. 
This situation is now being rapidly 
changed, due to the increasing care 
given this matter under the require- 
ments of the railway commission. 
The fire hazard is being reduced vy 
the expenditure of large sums by rail- 


way companies in dispcsing of inflain-! 
|bia fishing ‘1.dustry has so far been 


mable debris on rights of way. Great 
care is taken to keep the spark ar- 
resters on locomotives in good order. 
Through the more dangerous sec: 
tions, speciai fire patrols are mein- 
tained, and everywhere railway em- 
ployees have received special instruc- 
tions regarding the reporting and ex- 
tinguishing of fires in the vicinity of 
the track, 

Reports received by the chief fire 
inspector of th. board indicate that, 
to a very much greater extent than 
in previous year, the fires in the vicin- 
ity of the railways have been ade- 
quatel; handled by the railway em- 
ployees and that mest of the serious 
tires reported «s occurring in May or- 
iginated at a aistance from the rail- 
ways, frequently as a result of set- 
tiers’ slash-ourning operations.—C, L. 
in Conservation. 


Reducing Strength of Permanent Units 

The present strength of two units 
of the permanent force, the engineer 
corps and army service corps, is to be 
reduced by the meet of miliifa. 
The numbers cf beth units as at pre- 
sent constituted are considered too 
great and Colonel Sam ,Hughes _in- 
tends to reduce them to a workable 
size. The Canadian 
corps is now one-third as great num- 
erically as that for the whole Brit- 
ish army, in spite of the great dia- 
parity of the Canadian and British 
forces. 

These units were constituted in 
theig present sirength ten years ugo. 
The minister of militia has always 
ccntended that they might with ad- 
vantage be reduced and considers 
the present <. good time to do so. This 
does not mean, l.owever, that the of- 
ficers and men whose services are 
dispensed with as far as these two 
units are conzerned, will be out of 
positions, cinco according to military 
law they must b* given an opportun- 
ity to transfer to other corps. 

The present strength of the army 
service corps is about 150 and of tho 
engineering corps about 300. 


Color No Guide to Foxes 

An interesting incident mentioned 
by the explorer Low in one of his :e- 
ports is to the effect that on the 
Moose river, iin Ungava, in 1887, he 
found a fox litter containing seven 
hits, of which two were red, three 
were cross, and the remaining two, 
black and silver, thus showing that 
the color of foxes no more consti- 
tutes varieties than Coes the differ- 
ence of color in a litter of kittens of 
the domestic cat 

Northern Ungava produces the in- 
teresting white or Arctic fox, which 
exists in no other part of the province 
of Quebec. In fact it has been rare- 
ly taken south of Lake Michikamau 
or Nichicun, excepting along the coast 
line of Hudson Bay, where specimens 
have been seen nearly as far south 
as James Bay. The blue fox is much 
less abundant than the white, with 
which it is often found. 

Single furs from some of these ani- 
mals have produced over $2,000 each, 
and choice live foxes of Ungava qual- 
ity are easily worth from $5,000 to 
$10,000 each. 


Electric Snow 

A wierd accoun: of his experiences 
on the vast unknown Antarctic con- 
tinent durins his expedition of 1911- 
18 was given the other day by Dr. 
Mawson to the Fellcws of the Royal 
Geographical Society. He described 
the landing of the base party on 
Arelie Land, immediately south of 
Australia, This stretch of territory 
proved to b2 the windiest op earth. 

Stones were whirled in the air; 
anything not buried in the snow was 
torn down by the tempest. Fortun- 
ately the hut in which they lived 
was drifted over to such an extent 
that only a small portion of its roof 
showed above the surface, 

The drifuing snow became charged 
with electricity, and at night all 
pointed objects. and often the clothes, 
nose and finger-tips glowed with a 


{pale blue electric discharge.

Coast Fisheriee—-Openings in 
Canning Industry 
Notwithstandin; the fact that the 
fisheries business has made rapid 
progress in British Columbia in re- 
cent years, and now constitutes one 
of the most important branches of in- 
dustry in the province, there are still 
excellent opportunities for building 
up a profitab’e trade in canning cer- 
tain kinds of fsh. It is the opinion 
of those who are familiar with condi- 
tions that scarcely a beginning has 
been made in commercially exploit- 
ing the many varieties-of fish which 
abound 4n these waters. Yast shoals 
of herring.run for months every year 
in the hundreds of bays and inlets 
along the thvusand miles of British 
Columbia's sheltered seacoast. They 
teem in shoals in Nanaimo, Pender 
and Prince Ruvert arbors, Quatsine 
Sound, and men, cther harbors and 
bays, from tke Freser river to the 
Alaskan boundary. Every year thous- 
ands of tons of herring are swept 
in by the tides to ve left stranded 
and dying on th: shores of a hundred 
bays. This is a great waste cf mater- 
jal and opportunity which does not 
seem to have been taken into account 
by those who are interested in the 

fisheries industry 
The interest in the British Colum- 


centred almos* entirely in salmon 
packing, and there is no lack of capi- 
tal and enterprise in that particular 
branch, which has been exploited to 
the neglect cf otker important fea- 
tures of the business. The season of 
the salmon rut. is short, and the can- 
neries are clused down during most of 
the year, while herring can be taken 
all the ear round along the entire 
coast, although the heavy run {is dur- 
ing the wirter months. This would 
cnable the facciories to continue oper- 
ations throughout the year and would 
cbviate, to a Jarge extent, the difficul- 
ty of securing a sufficient number of 
hands to handle the business during 
the high season in the salmon-canning 
industry. 


IMMIGRATION ACT REVISION 


No Adequate Penalty For Those Who 
Brought ‘o Canada Unfortunate 
Hindus 
The Canadian Immigration act is to 
be revised at the next session of par- 
liament. Passed several years ago 
and conferring upon the department 
very extensive powers, it has been 
tound, in its practical application, de- 
ficient in several points. The funda- 
mental theory is that a country 
should have the right to determine 
what people should come as immi- 
grants and those who should be re- 
jected. In the case of the Hindus, 
tor example, there is no adequate pen- 
alty for those who brought to Canada 
these unfortunate people. The own: 
ers of the vessel may be responsible 
but they livs over jn Japan and to get 
them may involv> all kinds of bother 
and possible international complica- 
tions. Another point arises, also out 
of the fact thet the ship owners main- 
tain that they merely hiréd the ship 
to Gurdit Singh and his people and 
were not responsible for inaugurating

It is proposed to amend the law so 
that in addition to the penalties upon 
the owners‘ it will be categorica‘ly 
provided that the ship itself shall be 
sold. There are a number of other 
points in regard to which the law is 
to be stiffened.

That it would be inadvisable for 
the Dominior railway commission to 
prescribe ary standard fence for the 
railways is the recommendation is- 
sued by A. -. Cartwright, under the 

order of the commissioners, 

The engineering department of the 
board had drawn attention to ths 
fact that the different railway com- 
panies use different fences, For ex- 
ample, the Grand Trunk Pacific uses 
a five-wire fence with a board on top; 
the Grand Trunk railway uses a ten- 
wire fence; the Canadian Pacific uses 
a five-wire fence to stop horses and 
cattle only, and a seven-wire fence on 
smooth or level ground, with the bot- 
tom wire six inches from the ground, 
while the Canadian Northern uses a 
seyen-wire fence ‘

This is Estimated Loss to Canadian 
Crops Annually 

Canada loses’ at least fifty million 
dollars a year through damage tu 
crops alone from insect pests, accord- 
ing to a statement in the Agricultural 
Gazette, published by the department 
of agriculture. The protection of in- 
sect-killing birds is strongly urged. 
Investigatio: has shown that insects 
form 65 per cent. of the total yearly 
food of woodpeckers, 96 per cent. of 
that of fly catchers, and 95 per cent. 
of the yearly food of wrens, 

Another reason given for protecting 
the birds is the fact that many of 
them consume the seeds of weeds.

PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION 


An Increase of Over Twenty-Eight 
Per Cent. In the Quantity of Pulp- 


vince having moved up from last 
place on the list in 1911 to third 
place in 1913. 

Spruce is still the most important 
wood used in the industry although 
balsam fir in the east and hemlock in 
British Columbia are being used in 
greater quantities each year as the 
supply of spruce available for this 
purpose becomes more difficult to ob- 
tain. One of the greatest drains on 
the spruce supply is caused by the 
export of unmunufactured pulpwood 
to the United States. 

During 1913 a total of 
cords of unmanufactured  pulpwood 
were exported from Canada. This 
wood might have been manufactured 
into pulp in Canada and would have 
been sufficient to supply 60 mills of 
the average size of those operating 
in Canada at the present time, 

Restrictive ‘egislation in most of 
the Canadian provinces has checked 
this export of raw material and the 
proportion of wood so exported is de- 
creasing each year although it still 
represents almost half the total quaat- 
ity of pulpwood produced,

The peculiar anomaly in the Que- 
bec law which permits a man to mar- 
ry the sister of his deceased wife, 
but does not allow a woman to marry 
the brother of her dead husband was 
exemplified in a decision given the 
other day in Montreal by Justice De- 
mers of the superior court. Mrs. 
Joseph Giroux, nee Virginia Bradley, 
sued her husband for separation. 
During the hearing of the case it de- 
veloped that the defendant is her sec- 
ond husband and a brother of her 
first. The judge ruled that she could 
not obtain separation; that she was 
not the legal wife of the defendant, 
and that her marriage should be con-

One of the proudest possessions of 
the murdered Archduke Francis Ferd- 
inand was a Swiss banknote of cne 
hundred francs received as a tip from 
an American. The Archduke is an 
accomplished Alpinist and chamois 
hunter, and had a shooting iodge at 
Blumbachtal in the Tyrolese Alps 
where he was accustomed to rough 
it. On severa! occasions he was mis- 
taken for a guide. Once he came up- 
berhood of Bernina pass he came up- 
on a party of three Americans who 
had lost thefr way, and conducted 
them to a place whence they could 
continue their journey safely. One of 
the party handed the Archduke a 
banknote in return for the trouble 
taken. The Archduke accepted it and 
had the note framed. 


Stone Worth Half Million 

The schooner Hans Egede, belong- 
ing to the Danish government, which 
recently put into Lerwick harbor 
from Greenland with stores and pass- 
engers en reute to Copenhagen, had 
on board the well-known Arctic ex- 
plorer. Knud Rasmussen, who has 
just completed a 1,200 miles sledge 
journey. Rasmussen had covered the 
distance in one month. The explorer 
stuted that, while on this journey, he 
came across a large meteor stone, 
weighing 10,00¢@ pounds, which he 
says, is worth half a million sterling. 
The stone is to be taken to Copen- 
hagen, and in the meantime is the 
property of the Danish government.

MANY HOMESTEADS 


ARE STILL AVAILABLE 


PLENTY OF FREE LAND CAN BE 
SECURED IN THE THREE 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


Over Twenty-Seven Million Acres, or. 
One Hundred and Seventy-Four 
Thousand Homesteads Can be 
Taken up in the Prairie West. 


In view of the fact that for some 
years the free homesteads of the Can- 
adian West Lave been taken up 
annually by thousands, it may be a 
surprise to know that there are still 
in the three provinces of Manitova, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 174,706 
free grants for homestead entry, ap- 
proximately 27,952,960 acres, apart 
from that now held as timber limits. 

While Manitoba was the first set- 
tled province, and it has generally 
been understood that little desirable 
land was left, the new comers of re 
cent years have directed their atten- 
tion largely to Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, with the result that vast areas 
in these two provinces have been ob- 
tained. It is a fact, however, that 
there are in Manitoba thousands of 
acres of good land still open, although 
last year in the Oak Point district 
there was a big influx of settlers. 

A computation of the free grant 
lands just made shows that there re- 
mains in Manitoba more than 25,000 
homesteads and many of them of the 
very finest Jands in the Dominion, 
and some within 60 miles of Winni- 
peg. 

Generally the homesteads remain- 
ing are of the kind called the poor 
man's homestead) Many of them 
have been left because the settlers 
were anxious for the pratrie land, 
where they coull immediately com- 
mence breaking and sowing. The 
homesteads now available for the 
most part have sufficient timber to 
supply building material and fuel. 
They are well watered and adapted’ 
for mixed farming, the kind of farm- 
ing which is now receiving more uat- 
tention every year. 

Out of the total of 174,706 home 
steads, 142,262 are tributary to the 
Canadian Northern Railway. Roughly 
speaking they follow the main line 
west of the railway about four town- 
ships in width and anything from one 
mile to thirty miles from the rail 
way. 

The main line of the Canadian Nor- 
thern west runs through a more heav- 
ily timbered country than the other 
lines, and this i: one of the reasons 
why there is such a large proportion 
adjacent to this road. Another rea-on 
why much of this land has not been 
taken up before is that some of the 
districts were left because of the 
heavy timber. 

It is «stimated that when this land 
{s taken up by the homesteaders the 
27,925,960 acres will bring the Do 
minion government in fees of 6 cents 
an acre or a total of $1,747,060. and, 
estimating that each homestead will 
draw on an average a family of five 
people, the population of the west 
will be ‘ncrease¢ by nearly a million. 
Fifteen per cen‘. of the fands are 
within 15 miles of railway lines and 
60 per cent. within 30 miles. 


PANAMA WILL INCREASE TRADE 


Trade Commissioner Sees Great Prom 
pects Upening up in This 
Direction 
E. 8. S. Flood trade commissioner 
for the Barbardoes, in a report to the 
department of trade and commerce 
states that the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal will enable shippers of 
lumber fror British Columbia to evm- 
pete for part of the trade with the 
West Indies’ Interest, he says, has 
been expressed by dealers in Har- 
badoes on ibe subject and inquiries 
have been made as to the character- 
istics of Douglas fir and western pine 
or spruce, anc as to their suitability 
for the tropics, as compared with the 
pine and spruce from Eastern Can- 
ada and the pitch pine now imported 
from the United States. ‘To satisfy 
these inquiries a request has been 
made to the trade department of Brit- 
ish Columbia to furnish samples of 
the different varieties of lumber that 
are commercially important and suift- 
able for exportation. These samples
